Action Line 


Can you tell me if employers are 


required to allow employees a break 
during an eight hour shift or day? Also, 
are employers required to pay over- 
time after 40 hours? Who should be 
contacted If an employer Is not con- 
forming to these laws? 


Section 6 of the Fair Labor Standards 


Act of 1938 requires that each em- 
ployee, not specifically exempted, who 
is engaged in commerce, or in the 
production of goods for commerce, or 
who is employed in an enterprise 
engaged in commerce, receive a 
specified minimum wage. 


Section 7 of that act provides that 


persons may not be employed for more 
than a stated number of hours a week 
without receiving at least one and one- 
half times their regular rate of pay for 
the overtime hours. There are jobs, 
however, where the work week is more 
than 40 hours, which would be one of the 
terms of employment. In other words, 
those specific instances are defined and 
you would have been told that when you 
were hired. 


And there are more than a few jobs 


(such as some farm jobs) where the 
minimum wage regulations do not 
apply. 


Employers are not required to 


provide you a break during an eight 
hour shift, other than a meal break, 
although the Act notes that such breaks 
"are 
common 
In 
industry" 
and 


"promote the efficiency of the em- 
ployee..." 


Without knowing the specifics of your 


situation, it is difficult to specifically 
say whether or not you fall within these 
guidelines. Most workers in the U. S. 
do.

The shampoo that middle school and

currently selling is not being sold to pay 
for light fixtures or any other routine 
maintenance need, according to Supt. 
Mark Culwell. 


The idea that the money from those 


sales would go for light fixtures Is a 
misunderstanding 
on the part of 


several students, Culwell explained. All 
money raised from the sale will go for 
extracurricular needs and projects of 
the bands. 


"Whatever improvements we need in 


lighting will certainly come out of 
maintenance budget," Culwell said. 
"The high school band is selling the 
shampoo to raise money for a proposed 
trip to a band competition In San 
Antonio. The Drane band students have 
a similar fund raising project, but the 
money will go strictly for band-related 
needs, not light fixtures." 


Culwell said the misunderstanding 


has been straightened out with the 
students, so everyone now knows what 
is being sold for what.

"If it were a problem where trash had 


built up under one of our bridges and 
that trash is stopping the flow of water, 
then I would say we were responsible," 
Dunn said, "but beyond that water- 
ways are not the responsibility of the 
commissioners court."

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Constitutional amendments—simplified

Absentee voting begins Wednesday for the Nov. 8 con- 


stitutional amendment election with seven amendments on the 
ballot. 


The seven, if approved by Texas voters, will boost the total 


number of times the 100-year-old Texas Constitution has been 
amended from 221 to 228. 


Voter turnout in off-years is traditionally light and forecasters 


in the Secretary of State's office predict only 730,000 of the 
state's close to six million registered voters will participate in 
this election. 


The Texas Legislative Council has prepared a booklet which 


reduces the confusing legalese of the ballot working to fairly 
understandable language and lists several of the pro and con 
arguments for each of the constitutional changes. The following 
is a summary of those arguments. 


AMENDMENT ONE—This proposed amendment would 


expand the Texas Court of Criminal Appeals from five to nine 
judges. It would also permit the court to sit in panels of three. 
Currently the entire court must hear each case. 


Pro-An increase in the number of judges for the court with 


authority to sit in panels of three is the most efficient and 
economical method of relieving the pressure on the appeals 
process in our criminal justice system. The present crime rate 
makes the immediate unburdening of the court a necessity to 
achieve speedy justice which is a major deterrent to crime and 
to improve the quality of criminal justice for both defendants 
and society. 


Con- It is uncertain whether a heavily populated state such as 


Texas can continue to administer criminal justice with only one 
criminal appellate 
court. Some authorities believe the ex- 


pansion of the court cannot solve the case load problem. They 
favor two levels of review for criminal cases by providing for an 
intermediate appellate review of criminal case with a system of 
regional appeals courts. 


AMENDMENT TWO—The proposed amendment would

ditional $200 million in bonds or obligations, the proceeds from 
which would be deposited in the Veterans' Land Fund. Other 
changes proposed in the amendment would allow unmarried 
surviving spouses of a veteran who died in the line of duty 
eligible to apply for a tract, provided the deceased veteran 
meets the existing requirements and was a resident of Texas. 


Pro- The people of Texas have in the past seen fit to allow 


veterans who have served in the armed forces, the benefit of 
purchasing land through the Veterans' Land Board. In order to 
continue the program and to include those veterans who applied 
for loans, but for whom no funds were available, the amendment 
should be approved. Surviving spouses should certainly be given 
the same privilidge of acquiring land for themselves and their 
families. 


Con- The federal government already provides generous 


benefits of veterans, and compensation for veterans is a federal 
rather than a state responsibility. Opening the program to 
spouses of service personnel killed in action is not necessary as 
the right to purchase land under the original program was given 
to veterans in gratitude for service and not as a benefit to their 
families. 


AMENDMENT THREE—The proposed amendment would 


allow a district court to deny bail to a person accused of a felony 
committed while he was on bail for a prior felony indictment or 
be administered. First, the legislature could exempt such 
property from state property taxes. In addition the legislature 
may authorize political subdivisions, counties and cities, to 
grant the exemptions or other tax relief on such property. 


Pro- As aptly stated by the United States Supreme Court, "the 


power to tax involves the power to destroy," This state has 
many valuable cultural, historical, and natural resources which 
merit preservation for the enjoyment of future generations. 
Property tax relief for these things would significantly provide 
for this preservation. The proposal does not say the exemptions 
must be given, but rather that the legislature may grant the 
state, or a city or county, the authority to do so. 


Con- School districts and local governments depend heavily on 


property tax revenue to finance their operations. Granting of 
this tax relief would further erode their tax base. A basic con- 
cept of Texas law demands that property taxes shall be equal 
and uniform with all property taxed in proportion to its value. 
Special treatment for one group or classification would be 
inequitable and discriminatory. It would shift the burden to 
those not granted the exemptions or relief. 


AMENDMENT FIVE— The proposed amendment would 


allow the legislature to authorize the producers of poultry, 
to a person who has been previously convicted of a felony and is 
accused of using a deadly weapon in the commission of a second 
folony. 


Pro- The adoption of the proposed amendment would prevent 


career criminals who are arrested for one felony from taking 
advantage of the time between indictment and trial to commit 
one or more additional offenses while on bail. The amendment 
would eliminate the danger to the public which exists when a 
person with a felony record who commits a subsequent felony 
involving a firearm is released on bail. 


Con- The purpose of releasing a defendant on bail is to 


preserve the presumption of innocence while insuring that he 
will appear for trial. The amendment would provide for jailing 
persons who have not been tried or convicted as well as jailing 
someone on the basis of a past conviction for which they have 
already been tried and punished. The present provision in Ar- 
ticle 1 Section lla, authorizing the denial of bail on the basis of 
two prior felony convictions is rarely used by the courts. 


AMDNDMENT FOUR— This proposed amendment would 


authorize the legislature to provide for property tax relief to 
encourage the preservation of cultural, Historical, or natural 
resources. The proposal provides for two ways the tax relief can 


livestock, and other raw agricultural commodities to torm 
associations and collect assessments on their product sales. The 
rate of assessment would have to be voted on by the member 
producers. The rate of assessment would have to be voted on by 
the member producers. The assessment would not be con- 
sidered a tax if the legislature provides that a member producer 
may receive, on request, a refund of assessments paid. 


Pro- The adoption of the amendment would not automatically 


create a program of mandatory assessments, it would authorize 
the legislature to do so. The program would benefit all 
producers of a particular commodity who decide to establish a 
board and levy an assessment. The legislature should therefore 
be able to require that all producers who benefit from the 
program help support it. If a producer is opposed to the program 
and feels he does not benefit from it, he may be refunded his 
paid assessments. 


Con- The program is another quasi-government program 


supported by what amounts to a tax. As with all programs of this 
type, the cost is eventually borne by the consumer in higher food 
prices. Although the amendment only authorizes the legislature 
to do so, it would almost certainly result in a program of man- 
datory assessments. This sort of enforced payment takes money 
out of the hands of the individual producer who feels he can do 
his own market research and development better to fit his own 
needs. 


AMENDMENT SIX— The proposed amendment would give 


the legislature the power to authorize state and national banks 
to exercise banking, and discounting privileges, and other 
privileges incidental to banking, by the use of electronic ter- 
minals from remote areas. 


Pro- Electronic fund transfer terminals would provide the 


consumer with a convenient optional method of payment. A 
consumer would have the choice of paying by cash, or by check, 
credit card, or electronic fund transfer. Routine business and 
retail transactions would be speeded up and paperwork and 
mailing costs would be reduced. Insufficient funds to cover a 
prospective purchase could be detected quickly, saving over- 
draft charges. 


Con- The cost of installing a network of electronic fund 


transfer terminals would probably be passed on to the con- 
sumer, raising prices. Electronic fund transfers would be 
recorded immediately, while checks often take days to clear. 
Mixing the two systems would complicate the balancing of 
check books and lead to accidental overdrafts. 


AMENDMENT SEVEN— The proposed amendment would 


change the name of the State Judicial Qualifications Com- 
mission to the Satate Commission of Judicial Conduct. It 
would increase the number of citizen members from three to 
four and to add one justice of the peace. The proposal would also 
increase the power of the commission to discipline judges. The 
commission could automatically suspend a judge indicted for a 
felony and issue public reprimands in addition to the current 
private reprimands against errant judges. 


Pro- The legislature and the voters created the commission 


and established the method for disciplining judges which 
provides due process of law for officeholders. However, recent 
events have shown a need for additional powers to make this 
method quicker and more effective. Disciplining judges by the 
commission and removal from office by the state supreme court 
is more economical and a better use of manpower than im- 
peachment and other methods of removal. 
However, the 


commission should have sufficient manpower and should have 
representation from the justices of the peace. 


Con- Judges are elected to public office and a position of public 


trust by the people. Expansion of the power of the commission 
and the supreme court to discipline and remove judges un- 
dermines the will of the voters. Judges are already answerable 
to the people at the polls. The expansion of the commission is not 
necessary because other methods of removal are already 
provided for by the constitution. 


Fourth graders tutor second 
graders in new Bowie program

A new High Intensity Tutoring program is being tried at 


Bowie Elementary school, school trustees heard Monday night, 
involving fourth grade students helping second graders in the 
language arts. 


The program involves 29 Bowie fourth graders who made tne 


highest scores on a recent series of achievement tests spending 
an hour a day helping two second graders each with problems in 
spelling, phonics, and reading. Some 58 second graders were 
identified by testing as needing the extra help. 


Under supervision of a teacher, the fourth graders spend 30 


minutes with each of the two students they are tutoring. Daily 
lesson plans are prepared for the tutors to follow. 


"THIS IS A program that has some national recognition," 


administrator Harold Johnson told the board, "and we are 
lucky to have gotten it." 


The goal of the project is for the students to show a month s 


gain in language arts skills for every month spent, and for the 
tutors themselves to benefit from having to prepare the lessons. 
But some trustees had reservations about the program. 


"It is very true that children relate better to other children," 


member Mrs. Doris Gillen said. "My only question is about 
taking fourth graders out of class for an hour a day all year long 
to do this." 


Two Bowie teachers present at the meeting, however, both 


endorsed the program, saying that they had already noticed 


improvements in their students during the short time it has 
been in operation. Both indicated that the students have shown a 
new enthusiasm for their language arts studies, and have been 
helping other students in their own classes after returning from 
the tutoring sessions. 


RODNEY HAEDGE, choral director at the high school, was 


named Coordinator of Elementary, Middle, and Secondary 
Vocal Music by the board. Although no extra pay goes with the 
duty, Haedge will be in charge of coordinating programs and 
curriculia in vocal music programs throughout the district. 


A brief report on elementary enrollment was presented by 


Harold Johnson, who told the board that 1,929 students were 
enrolled this year in grades kindergarten through the fifth 
grade. Johnson told the board that some class size problems 
have been created by mobility within the district, and that the 
third grade is the biggest class at the elementary level. 


Three new teachers were hired by the board to fill vacancies 


in positions already budgeted or approved for the school year. 
Hired were Robert L. Rawlings, occupational orientation at 
Collins Middle School; Deborah J. Rogers, third grade, Houston 
Elementary; and Margaret Roper, second grade, Travis 
Eelementary. 


Trustees met in a 30-minute closed session to discuss real

"Jack 
Youngblood volun- 


tarily took a polygraph test and 
it showed that he did not have 
prior knowledge of the 
in- 


cident," Ralston said. 


He added, "we had to prove 


beyond a reasonable doubt that 
he solicited, aided, and en- 
couraged the commission of the 
offense. We had no objective 
proof of that." 


Youngblood, along with Jack 


Taylor, 
was 
charged with 


assaulting Leon Brewer in an 
Incident on Dec. 23,1976. Taylor 
pleaded guilty Aug. 18 to the 
assault charge. County Judge 
Fv b Dunn fined him $50 plus 
court costs. 


"We don't have a crystal ball. 


We didn't know who was telling 
the truth and who was not," 
Ralston said. He added that the 
case against Youngblood "was 
a weak case." 


"So rather 
than put the 


county through the expense of a 
trial, 
we 
accepted 
the 


polygraph results," he said. 


Ralston said he prefers to rely 


on the polygraph than his own 
intuition in a case such as this. 


He says he is not 100 per cent 
sure of the reliability, but his

their 


prosecution on. 


"We had to hang our hats on 


something and I'd prefer a 
polygraph to my own intuition," 
Ralston said.

examiner in Athens.

questions, according to the 


dismissal motion, concerned 
any 
prior 
knowledge 


Youngblood may have had of 
the fight between Taylor and 
Brewer or any prior knowledge 
that Taylor was going to strike 
Brewer in any manner. 


Reaves, in his statement, 


said, "Jack Youngblood did not 
have prior knowledge of the 
fight, and (he) did not aide or 
encourage it in anyway." 


Nicholson said that while he 


was "thrilled" at the way the 
case turned out, he did not like 
having to prove his client in- 
nocent. 


"I feel that when the state 


brings a complaint against 
some one they ought to prove 


the guilty, and that the defen- 
dant shouldn't have to do that," 
Nicholson said. 


The former district judge 


added that the decision to take

test 
was 
made 
by 


Youngblood 
after 
Ralston 


suggested the idea in August. 


"I didn't particularly like the 


idea. I didn't think Jack should 
do it. I suggested that Brewer 
be the one, but they didn't go for 
that," Nicholson said. 


He added that future of the 


$80,000 civil suit Brewer filed 
against Youngblood and Taylor 
was still in limbo, pending the 
appointment of a judge to hear 
the case. District Judge Ken- 
neth Douglas removed himself 
from the case in August.

Local attorneys view denial 
of bail amendment differently

One of the few controversial issues in the Nov. 8 Constitutional 


Amendment election deals with the denial of bail to persons 
charged with felony crimes. 


Essentially, the proposed amendment would allow district 


courts to deny bail for up to 60 days to persons charged with 
committing a felony while under indictment for another felony. 


Currently the Texas Constitution (Article 1 Section 11) 


guarantees the right of bail for all offenses except capital 
crimes where the proof is evident. Section lla provides another 
exception to the right of bail. The section states that a person 
who has two previous felony convictions and is accused of a 
third felony may be denied bail prior to trial for up to 60 days if 
the evidence substantially shows his guilt. 


BOTH THE present law and amendment provide the accused 


with the right of appeal of the order denying bail to the court of 
criminal appeals. The amendment adds that the appeals court 
would be required to give preference to the bail denial appeal. 


Local attorneys differ on the value of the change. Some ex- 


press their belief each case should be judged on its own merits, 
while others feel it is a definite deterrent to high crime rates. 


District Attorney Pat Batchelor says it is very difficult for him 


to see why anybody would be against it. 


"If a career criminal has a bondsman who will make the bond, 


a three time convicted robber can go out again and rob enough 
money to pay off his bondsman and his attorney," Batchelor 
said. 


THE PROPOSED amendment would also allow a district 


court to deny bail for up to 60 days to a person who has already 
been convicted of a felony and is charged with using a deadly 
weapon while committing a second felony. 


Batchelor says the amendment still provides adequate 


safeguards of the rights of the accused. 


"In order to get bail denied we have to show a substantial 


probability of conviction. We practically have to prove them 
guilty before we can get bail denied," he explained. 


He said the amendment would provide the public with more 


security when a robber, or a murderer is not back on the streets 
30 minutes after being arrested. 


A qualified pro vote is the way Terry Means says he feels 


about the proposed amendment. Means says the amendment is 
generally good ior society, but that it has potential for abuse. 


"I'VE SEEN enough to know that under certain cir- 


cumstances people in places of authority could keep people in 
jail on charges of a crime they didn't commit. 


However, Means says, "I do think it is in the interest of society 


to keep these kind of people (habitual criminals) off the 
streets." 


He added, "If we had a society where we didn't have free 


speech and other guarantees, I'd be against it. But by and large 
I feel we can trust law enforcement officers." 


Attorney Jack Smith, while not entirely familiar with the 


amendment, said that he is against the amendment. 


"I'm fairly much opposed to any rule or amendment which 


arbitrarily denies bail to a defendant. I think each case should 
be judged on its own merits. I haven't heard enough to change 
my view of this," Smith said. 


HOWEVER, Julius Jacobs says it is a good constitutional 


amendment. 


"Too many habitual criminals violate the law, make bond, 


then go out and commit other crimes to get money to make their 
bond," Jacobs said. 


Jacobs says the amendment, if approved by the voters, will 


have a good effect on habitual violators and be a major 
deterrent to crime. 


"I've been on both sides of the docket," said former district 


attorney Jimmy Morris, "and I can see both sides. I really have 
mixed emotions about it." 


First money allocated 
for building underpass

Corsicana city commissioners authorized an estimated $12,000 


to pay engineers for work on the proposed S. 4th St. railroad 
underpass during their Tuesday afternoon meeting. 


Acting on the recommendation of City Manager Dick 


Ballenger, the commission voted 4-0, with Wayne Norris absent, 
to approve an agreement with Knowlton-English-Flowers Inc. of 
Dallas for plans and supervision of underpass construction. 


Explaining that engineers do not bid against each other, 


Ballenger said that the Dallas company had agreed to prepare 
the specifications, layout the site and conduct inspections of the 
work for six per cent of the contract cost, which the city 
estimates to be $200,000. 


Ballenger said the engineers have experience in conducting 


the small underpasses like the city is considering and added that 
they have even suggested that the city might be able to get the 
job done for $40,000 less than originally anticipated. 


THE CITY manager said the city's engineering department 


was capable of handling the project, but that the Dallas firm's 
expertise would expedite the work and insure the city of getting 
plans that will meet the approval of Cotton Belt railroad of- 
ficials. 


The underpass project, designed to provide access for 


emergency vehicles into south Corsicana, is a joint project of the 
city and railroad, a fact Ballenger reiterated Tuesday when he 
said that the Cotton Belt has agreed to construct the temporary 
bridge necessary to keep rail traffic moving while the underpass 
is being burrowed beneath the tracks. 


When Commissioner Irene Boozer asked if there might be a 


better location for the underpass, Ballenger defended the site as 
being the best spot when all factors are considered. Among 
these criteria are an existing grade, adequate right-of-way, the 
ability to drain the underpass and the existence of only a single 
track. 


This latter consideration is essential, according to Com- 


missioner Gene Johnson. He said that talks with railroad of- 
ficials indicated they would build a temporary bridge for a 
single track, but that the city would have to pay for the cost of 
such a structure for more than one track. 


Ballenger said the cost of such construction does not double 


from one track to two, but quadruples. 


JOHNSON ALSO asked Ballenger to set aside time at the 


city's next meeting for public input on the underpass. He said 
that many people were still talking about a proposed underpass 
on S. 7th, and that if anyone could show the city how to secure 
the funds necessary for such a major project, he would be 
willing to listen. 


Mayor H. R. Stroube Jr. stressed the economics of the un- 


derpass situation, saying that the main object of the S. 4th un- 
derpass was to provide a corridor into the south part of town. 
The convenience to motorists and businesses on S. 7th was not 
considered, he said. 


Stroube also wondered whether the consulting engineers 


would hold to their six per cent charge if the cost of the project, 
as determined by construction bids, proved too expensive for the 
city. Ballenger said he feels certain some negotiating would be 
possible should this prove to be the case.

Six difficult problems for Carter 


I meant problems such as 


energy, the Panama 
Canal 


situation, and what to do about 
Social Security, three big ones 
guaranteed to cause dissention 
and trouble. In the first place, 


Jimmy Carter inherited all 
three of them, and the two 
previous Republican presidents 
had not begun to solve either 
one 
of them. 
The 
energy 


problem will bring a lot of 


Recently I wrote about the 


problems that the presidency In 
general and Jimmy 
Carter 


Individually 
are 
having 


retaining their popularity after 
the honeymoon ends. Since that 
has become a general result, 
the big question is, Why? 


In Carter's case about six 


reasons are easily identified. 
Most of them are recurring 


conditions that most presidents 
have to face. The first one we 
might 
call 
"great 
ex- 


pectations." In Jimmy's case 
there was such a wave of per- 
sonal popularity compounded 
by the relief following 
the 


Watergate era that we simply 
expected too much. No man 
could possibly have lived up to 
It; we simply expected too 


much. 


So he made some mistakes 


quite 
early, 
some 
in ap- 


pointments. From the begin- 
ning there could be seen some 
cronyism in appointments. His 
experience 
had 
been 
so 


Georgia-centered that he did 
the same thing that Republican 
President Warren G. Harding 
made; he appointed too many of 


the boys from back home to big 
jobs maybe without enough 
close scrutiny. In this country 
we don't let anyone get by with 
mistakes; there are too many 
waiting 
to point them out 


quickly. 


THE THIRD reason for his 


troubles lay in the fact that 
there was an accumulation of 
big problems, none of his 


making. I won't even delve into 
the big recurring problems of 
inflation, unemployment, and 
the economy. They are always 
with us, and they didn't leave 
with his inauguration. And they 


won't 
leave 
even 
if 
the 


pessimists are right and Carter 
turns out to be a one-term 
president, which I don't believe 
will happen. 
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people down before it (a solved. 
Carter at least has tried, but no 
big plan is going to please 
everyone—the regionalists, the 
profits vs. control issue, and 
above all now the allocation 
problem. 


The Panama Canal problem 


is not new; nor is the proposed 
treaty solution new. Former 
presidents Johnson, Nixon, and 
Ford proposed that such a 
treaty be worked out. Doubtless 
all three of them would have 
backed the exact treaty that has 
been proposed. It has been 
Carter's unfortunate lot to be 
the president when the treaty 
was worked out and proposed 
for ratification. It brings out the 
impossible issue of "doing what 
'seems right" vs. "let's not give 
an inch". There is no way for 
any current president not to 
suffer from public relations on 
that one. 


LIKEWISE, 
the 
Social 


Security problem issue has been 
growing throughout all recent 
presidencies. Also likewise no 
proposed solution is going to 
please everyone because the 
basic solution calls for money, 
and that is public relations 
dynamite. 


The fourth big problem right 


now comes from the fact that 
Congress in general has been 
strongly criticized for years for 
playing dead during the last few 
administrations while allowing 
the presidents to collect too 
much power. That problem 
came to a head during the Nixon 
crisis, and so they were waiting 
for an opportunity to assert 
themselves. All you have to do 
is read a little and you can see 
this one in action every day. 
Congress in general and the 
Senate in particular is not going 
along with the president on 
anything. 
Complicating 
that 


basic problem is the fact that 
Carter has too big a Democratic 
majority. That makes for in- 
party fighting and complicates 
the 
basic 
problem 
with 


Congress. 


THE FIFTH big problem is 


with the big national media. 
They wait for mistakes or 
possible mistakes like vultures 
and pounce. If you question this 
point, really watch the next 
press conference. Just imagine 
the problems 
that 
Lincoln, 


Andrew Jackson, and 
Teddy 


Roosevelt would have had with 
modern press conferences and 
present-day 
Cronkites, 


Severeids, and Dan Rathers. 
This problem has been com- 
plicated by the glory they have 
basked in by uncovering the 
Watergate affair and by the 
unquestioned 
necessity 
and 


value of a free press. But a 
problem it is for any president. 


The sixth basic reason for 


Carter's problems, and those of 
all presidents, is the bigness 
and the impossibility of the job. 
I fear that because of the 
problems and bigness of the Job 
plus the Job we begin doing on 
them from the beginning we will 
soon face a bigger problem: no 
interest in the presidency. Then 
we will really be in big trouble. 
So let's let up a bit and give the 
man, whoever he may be, a 
chance.

NC biology students 
paddle toward learning

The life sciences came alive 


for five Navarro College biology 
students last weekend, as the 
students travelled to Arkansas 
for some first-hand field work in 
geology, biology, and botany. 


It was the first such trip 


sponsored by the NC biology 
department, and sponsors say 
the success of the trip promises 
other field trips to various 
regions on a twice-a-year basis. 


"We realize that to give a 


student a broader 
view of 


biology, we must have field 
work," Bill Rushing, director of 
NC's Science department, said. 
"We can have all the classroom 
specimens and models in the 
world and it wouldn't be the 
same as examining some of 
these things in their natural 
surroundings. 
It 
adds 
a 


dimension to our classes." 


SUCH 
FIELD 
trips 
are 


something of a unique op- 
portunity 
for 
the 
Navarro 


students, since there are fewer 
biology students at NC than at 
larger state universities. 


"I went to the big state 


schools, and we didn't have this 
opportunity," noted NC Biology 
instructor Macon Edwards, one 
of the trip's two sponsors. "A 
trip like this will make the 
student appreciate the vastness 
of even one specific biological 
field. You become awed just by 


trying to categorize what you 
find in a short trip like ours." 


The students travelled to the 


Buffalo River and Lake Ouchita 
area of Arkansas, camping out 
and spending all of their time in 
the field. In spite of the drizzly 
rain that accompanied them, 
the students indicated that the 
trip brought their sometimes 
mundane studies a new life 
blood. 


One morning of the trip was 


spent canoeing down the Buf- 
falo River about eight miles, 
examining plant and wildlife 
found in the normally inac- 
cessable regions of the river. 


THAT PARTICULAR area 


also lent itself to a study of rock 
strata and similar geological 
points of interest, 
and 
the 


students got a brief lesson in 
geology as well as biology. 


Much of the time on the trip 


was reserved 
for collecting 


plant, 
reptile, 
and 
insect 


specimens for the "living lab" 
in the NC science department. 


Fungi, 
plants, 
insects, 


lizards, 
and 
crayfish 
were 


brought back alive, and now 
reside in specimen containers in 
the science lab of the college. 


"We saw things on the river 


that we could never have seen in 
Texas," sponsor Thomas Vance 
noted. "I was disappointed that 
the rain cut short some of the 
time we wanted to spend in 
some places, but the trip was 


still a profitable one." 


A minor traffic accident along 


the way also cost the group 
some time, but the major thrust 
of the trip was to expose the 
students to the biological en- 
vironment of some of the things 
they study. 


AND THE TRIP provided 


some sociological experience as 
well as the biological benefits, 
Edwards said. 


"When v/e get out like that 


where we have to depend on one 
another, and we maybe spend 
some time in close surroundings 
like that," he noted, "then It 
makes for a good sociological 
exercise as well. We learn what 
it takes to live together, to 
cooperate toward a common 
goal." 


With that in mind, he said, he 


felt the trip would be as 
beneficial to sociology students 
as well as biology students. 


Current preliminary planning 


of a spring trip to the Big Bend 
region is under consideration, 
with an eye toward taking along 
more students. 


But plans to make it a week- 


long trip during the spring 
break may be changed to a 
shorter trip over a holiday 
weekend. 


"After all," Edwards said, 


"education is one thing, but 
vacations may be more to a 
group of college students."
